LATEST BOOK REVIEWS 


“Dogsled Apostles’, by A. H. 
Savage. Sheed and Ward Inc. 
N.Y. 

It is a prevalent opinion that 
the one and only aim to which 
the members of the Society are 
dedicated is that of teaching. No 
doubt this popular error is due 
to the widespread reputation that 
the Jesuit Fathers enjoy in pe- 
dagogical circles. Nevertheless 
they have many other activities 
among which one of the more 
notable is their work in the mis- 
sions of Alaska which they be- 
gan in 1880. 

“Dogsled Apostles” is a re- 
view of the work in Alaska mis- 
sion fields and also provides a 
concise account of the history of 
the territory itself. Discovered 
in 1728 by Vitus Bering, a Dane 
in the service of the Russian 
Government, Alaska was claimed 
as Russian territory. The first 
missionaries to operate in the 
territory were naturally Russian 
and the author seems to imply 
that they were content merely to 
haptise the natives without giv- 
ing them a good foundation of 
Christian instruction. The mo- 
tive for such action was that 
with Baptism, according to the 
rule of the time, came Russian 
citizenship. Consequently when 
they first began their work in 
this particular mission field, the 
Jesuit Fathers not only had to 
instruct the rising generation of 
Eskimos in the truths of the 
Christian faith but they also had 
to make goud the lapses of their 
predecessors by catechising the 
older Eskimos as well. 

To add human interest to this 
history of truly Catholic endeav- 
our the author has selected 
Bishop Joseph Crimont, S.J. as 
the central figure of its more 
modern theme. Inflamed with 
true apostolic spirit Bishop Cri- 
mont has devoted forty five 
years of his life to work in the 
-\laska territory and it was with 
a view to making the work of 
his brethren better known to the 
world that he cooperated with 
the author in collecting much of 
the material from which the book 
was drawn, 

Miss Savage’s book contains 
innumerable anecdotes of the 
work of the Dogsled Apostles, 
which bring home to us very 
vividly the hardships, devotion, 
heroism and happiness of the 
Jesuit Fathers in the far North. 

If you are apt to consider a 
Jesuit as one whose only pursuit

“Secret & Urgent,” the Story 
of Codes and Ciphers, by Flet- 
cher Pratt. Pub. Bobbs Merrill 
Co. 

Here indeed is a fascinating 
book for any one mathematically 
minded or who may be intrigued 
by cryptography, and its course 
and development through the 
ages. There are few who are not 
at least interested in this novel 
subject, for it is one of romance 
and color as well as of facts and 
figures. 

This book presents a complete 
picture of the history of codes 
and ciphers, tracing its gradual 
evolution and its historical ap- 
plication. Who would realize the 
effect ciphers had in the Battle 
of Tannenberg, the Naval Battles 
of the last war, the Battle of the 
Marne, and many others of 
earlier years? Who would think 
that the Dreyfus case was based 
largely on cryptography, that the 
story of the Man in the Iron 
Mask, the history of Mary Queen 
of Scots, Louis XIX’s campaigns, 
all were influenced immensely by 
the use or discovery of secret 
ciphers? Here, too, you may 
read of the Bacon-Shakespeare 
controversy. 

Then again. the common ways 
of enciphering and deciphering 


messages are sect furth, giving ——~ 


frequency tables and counts by 
the score. It is not suggested 
here that every one take up the 
writing of secret messages, 
(though in some cases that might 
be useful), but at any rate, the 
history of cryptography, and the 
immense part it has played in 
shaping the destinities of nations, 
as well as in promoting the indi- 
vidual intrigues and mysteries of 
men, make most interesting and 
absorbing reading. 

The matter is presented in 
simple form, with numerous ex- 
planations, and the whole is writ- 
ten in most readable style, so that 
it hecomes almost a. novel. Every 
word of it, however, is true. and 
certain it is to say that truth is 
very much stranger than fiction. 

The book has been taken out 
but twice, the reason no douht 
being that no one knew about it, 
as the topic is rather unusual and 
little studied. Still, it is an en- 
grossing one and will appeal to 
all who like a touch of mystery.
